'The rilzomes, or bulb like roots 
want shallow’ planting, and have 
long, narrow leaves of erect habit. 
The flower has 6 segments, 3 out­ 
er reflexed and called Falls, and 3 
inner ones w’hich are smaller and 
erect, always narrowed to a distinct 
claw and called Standards. 
One stem produces four to six 
blossoms in many color combina­ 
tions. 
The number of species of Iris 
recognized by different monograph­ 
ers, range from 140 to 170. 
Its 
representatives 
are 
found 
throughout temperate North Amer­ 
ica, Europe, Asia and North Africa. 
They extend from Alaska and Lab­ 
rador to Florida, Algiers and Hon- 
kong in the south. The members of 
the most important section 
are 
found 
in Central 
and 
Southern 
Europe, North Africa and eastward 
to China and N. W. India. Some­ 
thing over IOO species are offered 
by American dealers. 
The German Iris is most widely 
known and cultivated. 
Florentina 
Alba, one of the oldest, is a com­ 
mon 
ornament 
in 
Mohammedan 
cemeteries 
and 
was 
distributed 
throughout 
mediterranean 
re­ 
gions by Mohammedans, w’ho car­ 
ried it everywhere with them as an 
embellishment for cemeteries.

SHOULD a wife beater be whipped 
^ at the whipping post? 
That is the question propounded 
by one of our readers who sends a 
news item of a man in Maryland 
who in addition to a jail sentence 
for beating his wife was ordered 
whipped at the post. 
Ten lashes 
was his punishment. 
The question reminds me of one 
I asked not long ago: 
“Should a 
woman convicted of brutal and 
cold-blooded murder of her hus­ 
band be electrocuted?’' 
In the case in question the wom­ 
an had been guilty of one of the 
cruelest and least understandable 
crimes which ever came to the at­ 
tention of the public. Most people 
felt that she merited the most se­ 
vere punishment consistent with 
enlightened ideas of punishment. 
Many people thought such methods 
were far too lenient; but we no 
longer put people on the rack or 
cut them to pieces, no m atter what 
their crime. And electrocution be­ 
ing a big question in itself, the 
query, “should this woman go to 
the electric chair?” was not a sim­ 
ple one to answer. 
And so we come to the whipping 
post, which is still a legal method 
of punishment in some states. 
In, 
the light of methods of correction 
which are the result of greater 
thought than was formerly given 
to the treatment of criminals of 
greater knowledge of psychology 
and a greater feeling of responsi­ 
bility and public conscience, this 
seems to many of us outdated. 
And yet, if the punishment is to 
fit the crime, if punishment is 
something which is to “help the of­ 
fender to remember not to repeat 
his offense,” it would certainly 
seem logical to treat wife beating 
with the whipping post to give the 
offender “some of his own medi­ 
cine”—administered, 
accordingly, 
by one of greater physical force 
than himself! Verily if there is any 
offense which can justify such a 
horrible and debasing instrument 
as the whipping post, it is the crime 
of a man beating his wife.

Commercial Failures 
May Hit 16 Year Low 


The conviction that 4-H Club 
work lays the foundation for sound 
citizenship and intelligent farming 
influenced a New York City bank 
executive to contribute $50 to the 
Agricultural Committee of the State 
Bankers Association, to further 4-H 
Club activities in the state. “I am 
convinced that the work is so 
worthy, and is being so well ban 
died that it should interest those 
who believe in building sound citi 
zenship. as well as intelligent farm 
ing for the future.” he said. 
Unusual prominence was given 
this past year to agricultuial work 
by the Tennessee Bankers Associa 
tion. The Agricultural Committee 
report reveals hearty cooperation 
between 
bankers and 
extension 
workers. “Key bankers and county 
agents have been in closer contact 
than ever before,” it says. 
Georgia bankers have given both 
moral and financial backing to a 
Marketing Project sponsored by the 
Extension Service of the College oi 
Agriculture, and activities the past 
year showed significant results. The 
phases of the Marketing program 
emphasized in the year’s work are: 
The retail curb market; roadside 
marketing; miscellaneous market 
Ing (suited to the locality); barter 
ing (exchange of commodities oi 
services with neighbors); standard 
ized canned products for sale pre­ 
pared in homes or canning centers.
